I was recently invited to address the Florida Associa¬ 
tion of Commercial Organization Executives during their 
annual meeting, held in Daytona Beach May 23-25. The 
invitation specifically mentioned that I was to outline 
how the group could cooperate and work more closely 
with the Road Department to the end of providing bet¬ 
ter highways and streets in Florida. 

There are, of course, ways in which every organiza¬ 
tion can help to advance the highway program. In think¬ 
ing it over it seems to me there is one specific contribu¬ 
tion that the Chambers of Commerce particularly can 
make to the betterment of highways. 

In 1941 the Road Department was made responsible 
for constructing and maintaining urban connections to 
the State Maintained System. The Maintained System 
now includes approximately 1000 miles of urban high¬ 
ways. 

The Federal Postwar Act of 1944 allocated $125,000,000 
annually for three years, out of a total appropriation 
of $500,000,000, to the improvement of urban highways. 
The State Road Department is the executing agency for 
the Public Roads Administration. Thus the Department 
is well involved in the business of improving urban 
highways. 

One of the major problems we are now facing is the 
acquisition of right of way for urban highway improve¬ 
ments. 

Securing right of way has always been difficult. In 
rural areas, however, the cost of easements is relatively 
low and there usually is considerable latitude in the loca¬ 
tion of the route so that expensive parcels can be avoided. 

In urban highway developments the right of way 
cost often equals and at times exceeds the cost of con¬ 
struction. Moreover there can be very little discretion 
in the location. The route must be located so as to serve 
the greatest volume of traffic in a minimum of distance. 

Only local public understanding endorsement and ac¬ 
tive support of the proposed urban improvement can 
enable the Department to obtain right of ways at rea¬ 
sonable costs. Probably no organization or group can 
arouse the public support more readily than the Chamber 
of Commerce in each city. 

Their efforts are needed to explain the local benefits, 
to persuade local citizens of the necessity of deeding 


over needed right of way parcels without delay and for 
a reasonable compensation. 

Efforts of the Chambers of Commerce in the several 
cities might mean the difference between getting an ade¬ 
quate, modern urban highway system or continuing to 
struggle along with their congested facilities. 

The Second Annual Florida Highway Conference held 
in Gainesville, May 31 and June 1, can but he hailed as a 
success no matter what standards are used to judge it by. 

The Florida Highway Conference is a young organiza¬ 
tion, having been initiated only one year ago. Inspired by 
the benefits obtained through joint collaboration of the 
Universities and road officials in other states, the Civil 
Engineering Department of the University of Florida, 
headed by Professor C. D. Williams, spearheaded the 
move to establish the Conference in Florida. 

The purposes of the Conference from the University s 
viewpoint in the words of Professor Williams, are first, 
“to create a demand at home for the services of the youth 
we are training,” and second, “.of offering a prac¬ 

tical service to the people of Florida, by providing a forum 
for getting together the officials and engineers who are 
experienced and responsible for State, County and Munici¬ 
pal road and street administration, for the discussion of 
new developments in highway planning, construction and 
operation, which are constantly being made. 

The quality of the papers presented at the second Con¬ 
ference were comparable to those expected at long es¬ 
tablished national conferences. Professor L. J. Ritter who 
headed the arrangements committee deserves unstinted 
praise for the excellence of the technical program. Though 
attracting highway experts of national reputation, a great 
preponderance of the speakers were Florida officials and 
technicians representing the cities, counties and state in 
highway matters and Florida Engineering Consultants. 

The July issue of Florida Highways will present some 
of the highlights of the Second Highway Conference, 
which should be of interest to all citizens as well as offi¬ 
cials and technicians concerned with building Florida’s 
highways and streets. 
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The city of Fort Myers, in the lower corner of South¬ 
west Florida, has enjoyed an unusually good tourist sea¬ 
son, and many ascribe the pleasing inflow of visitors to 
the opening of Thomas A. Edison’s winter home to the 
public for the first time. 

Edison came to Fort Myers by schooner in 1885 and 
on landing here purchased a 13-acre tract bordering the 
Caloosahatchee River. lie was attracted by the towering 
clumps of bamboo along the waterfront, and from these 
made his first successful electric light filament. He or¬ 
dered a rambling two-storied home prefabricated in Maine 
which was shipped here and erected under his direction 
in 1886. The house today stands exactly as Edison built it, 
but the gardens have grown into a tropical wilderness. 
Friends from all parts of the world sent him seeds and 
plants, and under his magic touch these grew into im¬ 
mense trees and strange, beautiful shrubs. 

Before Mrs. Edison died in the summer of 1947, she 
deeded “Seminole Lodge,” as the estate is known, to the 
city of Fort Myers on condition that it be maintained as 
a shrine to the great inventor who lived and worked 
here for 45 years. Under the direction of Fred M. Lowder- 
milk, city works supervisor, the estate was first opened 
to the public in November of 1947. 

When the city’s fiscal year closed on March 31, 1948, 
more than 25,000 visitors had toured the Edison home, 
grounds and laboratories. This included 3,500 Lee County 
school children, who were given the enviable chance to 
see the estate of the great inventor free. With the city 
charging $1 admission for adults and 50 cents for chil¬ 
dren, revenue topped the $20,000 mark. 

Among the recent visitors was Gov. Millard Caldwell, 
who visited the Edison Home accompanied by Senator 
Claude Pepper and Senator Spessard Holland. 

‘‘The opening of Edison’s home to the public is a def¬ 
inite asset to the state of Florida,” the governor observed. 

McGregor Boulevard, which leads to the Edison Estate, 
is lined with gigantic royal palms—set out by the great 
inventor himself some 40 years ago. The grounds are 
walled in by a mass of tropical shrubbery, and from the 
highway only a glimpse can be obtained of the grey home 
and the mysterious gardens. 

Now, however, winding walkways have been built 
through the entire estate, and the city has hired trained 
guides to explain the strange plantings to visitors. A gi¬ 
gantic sterculia alata from Africa towers more than 80 
feet in the air, topping even the immense Moreton Bay 
fig tree from Australia, whose serpentine roots form com¬ 
fortable seats for visitors. There are tea bark and cinna¬ 
mon trees, sea grapes, fig, date and dozens of other varie¬ 
ties of palms, rubber and sausage trees, calabash gourds, 
the cajeput with its corklike bark, long rows of huge 
mango trees festooned with brilliant orchids, tulip trees 
and a tree hibiscus from the West Indies. Coral plants, 
the pink-flowered African Cassoni, Ceylon gooseberries, 
the night blooming cereus from Mexico, Brazilian pepper 
and the so-called rain tree from South America are other

Re-Mapping Program

The State Road Department re¬ 
cently began the momentous job of 
mapping the entire State of Florida, 
county by county. These maps will 
be to the scale of one inch equals one 
mile, with lithographic reproductions 
at one inch equals two miles. The 
primary purpose of the maps is for 
road studies and future planning, 
therefore, first emphasis is placed 
on the classification and true loca¬ 
tion of all public roads. 

In addition to roads, the black and 
white planimetric maps will show hy¬ 
drography, railroads, all rural homes 
and other buildings such as churches, 
schools, stores, sawmills, lighthouses, 
mines, post offices, etc., communities, 
air fields, government lands and cor¬ 
porate limits. Also to be included 
will be township and section numbers, 
plane coordinate and geographic 
ticks, magnetic declination and sur¬ 
vey control monuments. Where space 
is available, an attempt will be made 
to include abandoned logging rail¬ 
roads, historical and scenic sights, 
navigation markers, swamps, etc. 

This program, sponsored jointly by 
the U. >S. Public Roads Administra¬ 
tion and the Florida State Road De¬ 
partment, is being conducted under 
the direction of W. M. Parker, Di¬ 
vision Engineer, Division of Research 
and Records, State Road Department. 
The symbols and standard mapping 
accuracy of this work comply with 
those established by the Public Roads 
Administration for all maps of this 
classification. 

Although officially these maps are 
revisions of the existing State High¬ 
way and Transportation Maps, ac¬ 
tually the new maps are being com¬ 
piled with few references to the for¬ 
mer. Whereas the existing maps were 
hastily prepared, beginning in 1936, 
and under adverse conditions, the 
new editions are being compiled by 
using the most modern and up-to- 
date methods known to the survey¬ 
ing and mapping profession. 

Before the recent war few people, 


other than cartographers, realized the 
deplorable scarcity of accurate maps 
both in the United States and the re¬ 
mainder of the world. This condi¬ 
tion was mentioned in a recent issue 
of Newsweek, “....less than 5 per 
cent of the world’s land has been 
mapped in accurate detail.’/ Also, 
“. . . .even after 141 years of survey¬ 
ing, only half the land of the United 
States is mapped. Least mapped 
states include Florida, Georgia, Mis¬ 
sissippi, Montana, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota and Texas; the most accu¬ 
rately mapped section is New Eng¬ 
land.” In this news-story reference 
is made to maps scaled one inch to the 
mile, or larger, which contain con¬ 
tours showing the vertical shape of 
the earth as well as the horizontal. 
This type is designated by the name 
“topographic or contour map” (Fig. 
1 ). 

Philip Gustafson’s article, Colum¬ 
bus Woxdd be Disgusted, in NA¬ 
TIONS BUSINESS (May, 1947) 
quotes the Chief Geologist of a Texas 
oil corporation in part, “It’s a na¬ 
tional scandal that the United States, 


richest nation in the world, is not 
yet mapped topographically, 170 
years after its foundation. Oil-find¬ 
ing deals largely with topography. 
Yet, in a particular area of Texas, 
one of the greatest oil-producing 
provinces in the world, not one ac¬ 
curate typographic map has been 
made since oil was discovered here 
in 1920.” (Note: according to a map 
published by the Map Information 
Office, Texas appears to be much 
better mapped than Florida), (Fig. 
2). As another example for the need 
of maps Mr. Gustafson also cites in 
the same article “....the Winston- 
Salem industrial area in North Caro¬ 
lina lost $10,000,000 worth of new 
industries when it could not provide 
adequate maps to give prospective 
manufacturers the facts about new 
sites they were considering.” 

Mapping of this high degree of 
accuracy and completeness referred 
to in the above articles is prohibitive¬ 
ly expensive unless the cost is shared 
by several agencies. The mapping 
program now being conducted in 
Florida is a less ambitious under-

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taking, for it does not attempt to ap¬ 
proach the standards met by the 
above maps. However, until suffi¬ 
cient funds are appropriated for the 
making of these very desirable and 
essential maps, the ones now being 
made will be of unlimited yalue. 

These mapping differences can be 
illustrated by a comparison with au¬ 
tomobiles. The large scale maps men¬ 
tioned in Newsweek and Nations 
Business are comparable to today’s 
finest automobiles, the maps being 
compiled by the State Road Depart¬ 
ment are equal to today’s popular 
priced cars and the existing maps 
compare with the cars in vogue in 
the 20’s. Incidentally, due largely 
to methods advanced during the war, 
cartography within the past ten years 
has advanced more rapidly than the 
products of the automotive industry. 
But let us return to maps. 

Since the inventory of Florida’s 
resources aye so vaguely recorded in 
map form, every effort is being made 
in the present program to lay the 
groundwork for better maps of the 
future. This is possible because mod¬ 
ern methods are being used. This 
modernization has made cartography 
faster, more accurate and far less 
expensive than formerly. 

The topographic engineer (Fig. 3), 
often recognized by his boots, bat¬ 
tered hat, and unlit pipe, has changed 
to office clothes and now applies 
the latest principles set forth by sci¬ 
entists of the cartographic profes¬ 
sion. Today he spends almost all of 
his time in a comfortable office com-

piling and drafting the many lines 
and symbols into patterns that com¬ 
prise a map. Where yesterday the 
map maker or the surveyor lugged 
his surveying instruments through 
snake infested swamps and scrubland 
thick with sand flies, now he secures 
almost all of the necessary mapping 
information from aerial photographs. 

Aerial photographic coverage of 
Florida was made available only 
recently (Fig. 4). But even now 
much more data is essential in the 
preparation of a map. (Contrary to a 
general belief aerial photographs are 


NOT maps. They are a means of 
making a map.) 

The development of the other ele¬ 
ments considered prime factors in 
mapping has had a slow but inter¬ 
esting progress. Long before Florida 
was sectionized by Ranges and Town¬ 
ships, rulers of the Old World be¬ 
stowed favors on a selected few sub¬ 
jects by granting them title to va¬ 
rious parcels of land in America. 
Quite a number of these land grants 
are located along the eastern coast 
of Florida. Many early settlers, 
traders, explorers and others attempt¬ 
ed to show on paper the territory of 
Florida. The resulting maps were 
elegantly drawn and depicted shore 
lines, harbors, forts and scattered set¬ 
tlements but often, because of indif¬ 
ference, ignorance or lack of proper 
instruments, prominent land marks 
were omitted in favor of features 
serving no purpose except to display 
the draftsman’s skill (Fig. 5). 

Later English and American sur¬ 
veyors redrafted the features of Flor¬ 
ida with increasing accuracy in show¬ 
ing its true shape. These maps indi¬ 
cated little other than navigating 
aids. In the early eighteen hundreds 
the United States General Land Of¬ 
fice established offices in Tallahas¬ 
see and from there directed the first 
attempt to survey the entire state. 
First, they divided the land into 
blocks measuring six miles square, 
such blocks being known as Town¬ 
ships. The Townships were then sub¬ 
divided into thirty-six blocks one mile 
square, these being called Sections. 
From east to west the Townships 
were divided by Range lines, also 6 
miles apart. In the north and south 
directions the divisions are known as 
Township lines. 

To accomplish such a huge under¬ 
taking, base lines, originating in Tal¬ 
lahassee, were first established. Then 
the survey parties branched out over 
the State to locate and subdivide the 
Townships. Because of the varying 
magnetic attraction of their com¬ 
passes and errors in turning angles 
and measurements, joining surveys 
often resulted in “jogs” or mis¬ 
matches. The odd shaped lots re¬ 
sulting are sometimes known as 
hiatuses. 

Not long after the sectionization 
was completed others became active in 
surveying and mapping in Florida. 
In order to show accurately all de¬ 
sired features on coastal navigation

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charts, the U. S. Coast & Geodetic 
Survey has established many trian¬ 
gulation and line surveys throughout 
the State (Fig. 7). Those surveys 
were necessary primarily as control 
for the mapping of the Florida coast¬ 
lines but serve also as a framework 
for surveys by other agencies. 

The resulting surveys exist on the 
ground as triangulation or survey 
monuments in hundreds of brass iden¬ 
tification plates anchored in con¬ 
crete posts (Fig. 8), and also are re¬ 
corded in tabulated form. These rec¬ 
ords available from the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey show the position 
on the earth's surface of each monu¬ 
ment. The accuracy of the location 
of these monuments has been deter¬ 
mined and recorded to the fraction of 
a foot. These positions are located in 
reference to the Greenwich (Eng¬ 
land) Meridian, and the Equator, 
and also to a system of square co¬ 
ordinate lines (Plane Coordinates) 
computed especially for map making 
in Florida. 

These survey monuments and com¬ 
putations enable a surveyor to run 
a survey line from one monument to 
any other, even miles apart, and 
know immediately the accuracy of 
his work. 

Because of Florida’s shape it was 
necessary to compute three kinds of 
Plane Coordinates in order to show 
the least distortion on any desired 
map. Maps of the north and north¬ 
west part of the state are most ac¬ 
curately compiled by using the North 
Zone Plane Coordinates on the Lam¬ 
bert Projection. For the eastern half 
of the state (East Zone) Plane Co¬ 
ordinates are used on the Transverse 
Mercator Projection; Plane Coordi¬ 
nates for the West Zone are also used 
on the Transverse Mercator Projec¬ 
tion. 

In addition to surveys by the Gen¬ 
eral Land Office and Coast and Geo¬ 
detic Survey, the U. S. Geological 
Survey and the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers have made large scale topo¬ 
graphic maps in the northwest and 
west central areas and in the Florida 
Keys. The U. S. Soil Conservation 
Service has mapped various areas in 
the State, the most prominent being 
the Everglades Drainage District. 
These maps place emphasis on soil 
types. 

During the early days of the Roose¬ 
velt Administration quite an inten¬ 
sive surveying program was con duct-

ed throughout the state under the 
direction of B. R. Van Leer, Florida 
Mapping Director, in cooperation 
with the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and other Federal agencies. 

The Public Works Administration 
published in book form data from 
these surveys that comprise the North 
Zone of the Plane Coordinate System. 
Lack of funds stopped this work be¬ 
fore it was completed. At the pres¬ 
ent time field notes of the East and 
West Zones are being examined and 


compiled by the Engineering School 
of the University of Florida with a 
view toward publication. 

In addition, highway, railroad and 
canal surveys have criss-crossed the 
state many times with ties to section 
lines, control survey monuments and 
other permanent features. Often 
these surveys are of an accuracy ac¬ 
ceptable to cartography. 

Certain aerial survey companies 
have photographed and accurately 
mapped almost the entire state. How¬ 
ever, they have chosen to restrict the 
use of these maps to a select few by 
selling them at a price prohibitive 
to the general public. 

Within the last decade the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture let con¬ 
tracts for the aerial photographing of 
areas comprising 52 counties of Flor¬ 
ida for their farm crop measurement 
programs. This photography is avail¬ 
able to the public at the cost of re¬ 
production, which is a fraction of its 
original cost. Supplemental aerial 
photography by other agencies, such 
as the Corps of Engineers and Air 
Forces gives coverage for nearly the 
entire state. 

It* would appear, after considering 
all the time, effort and funds devoted 
to mapping in Florida, that we should 
have complete and accurate maps for 
all our needs. Had those investments 
in mapping been expended in a co¬ 
ordinated, complete mapping pro¬ 
gram we would have the desired maps. 
Unfortunately, each mapping agency

had a limited purpose and produced 
maps to serve that purpose. As a re¬ 
sult, we have few accurate maps suit¬ 
able for a general purpose or for all 
purposes. 

The Hayden-Cartwright Act of 
June 18, 1934, and subsequent au¬ 
thorization of federal-aid appropria¬ 
tions, earmarked l 1 /^ per cent of the 
funds apportioned “for surveys, 
plans and engineering investigations 
of projects for future construc¬ 
tion. . .” Under that provision of the 
law, there have been organized in all 
of the states “State-wide Highway 
Planning Surveys’’ which operate as 
federal-aid projects under joint su¬ 
pervision of the respective State high¬ 
way departments and the Public 
Roads Administration, with general¬ 
ly uniform practices and procedures. 


A basic activity of these highway 
planning surveys has been the tak¬ 
ing of an inventory of every mile of 
public road in each state with all 
pertinent data of interest in highway 
planning studies. This information 
and other pertinent data are shown 
on strip maps and planimetric county 
maps prepared to the scale of 1 inch 
equals 1 mile. Because the war se¬ 
riously curtailed work of this nature, 
only minor revisions of the Florida 
maps have been made since the orig¬ 
inals were completed in 1936. 

The present maj)ping schedule is 
for ten maps per year, showing fea¬ 
tures to an accuracy that will locate 
them within the area covered by the 
symbols. In addition to information 
necessary for road studies and fu¬ 
ture planning, additional data desired 
by others will be included, provided 
it does not interfere with the basic 
requirements. 

Many Government agencies and 
private organizations have been most 
generous in supplying information to 
the preparation of these maps. An 
attempt is being made to secure and 
classify copies of all existing maps 
and photographs of the state. All 
maps received are carefully examined 
and cross-checked for correct names, 
spelling and other useful data. Spe¬ 
cial emphasis is placed upon the true 
location of section and land grant 
lines. This additional information 
together with aerial photographs and 
survey control forms a basis for high¬ 
ly accurate and amazingly economical 
maps. 

Prior to mapping a county, com-

plete aerial photographic coverage is 
purchased. All existing maps, charts, 
survey notes and General Land Of¬ 
fice plats are examined for complete¬ 
ness, accuracy, etc. Next, the pho¬ 
tography and other data are sent to 
the Division’s Project Engineer sta¬ 
tioned in each of the Road Depart¬ 
ment Division Offices. This engineer, 
using the control survey and allied 
data as a guide, visits a specified 
number of monuments and locates the 
exact positions of these points on the 
aerial photographs. Also he locates 
on the photograph two or more wide-

1 y separated section corners of each 
township. 

When sufficiently annotated, these 
aerial pictures are returned to Talla¬ 
hassee. Since these photos have 
stereoscopic overlap every ground 
feature appears on a minimum of two 
photos, and sometimes on as many 
as six photos. The first office job is 
to transfer all control points to each 
photo on which it shows. A map 
projection to the scale of the pho¬ 
tography is laid on a large table made 
especially for this purpose. The sur¬ 
vey points are accurately plotted on 
the board. 

Next, points such as road crossings, 
fence corners, buildings, etc., that ap¬ 
pear on three or more photographs 
are located and identified by colored 
circles. Thus, by the intersection and 
resection of rays from the nadir or 
plumb points (a position on the 
ground directly under the camera at 
time of exposure) of the photograph 
these identification and ground sur¬ 
vey points the aerial photographs are 
linked directly to the earth's surface. 
With these points serving as the 
framework, all of the photographs 
are tied together by a graphic appli¬ 
cation of a mathematical process 
called radial line plot. This is some¬ 
what like making a patch quilt 
(Fig. 9). 

After all templates representing 
the aerial photographs have been • 
joined together to the satisfaction of 
the photogrammetrist, pins are driven 
through the points of resection of 
these rays. This locates on the pro¬ 
jection board the easily identified

photo points at their true geographic 
positions. At this stage of the map 
every photograph has at least eight 
identifiable points appearing on a 
projection of known dimensions and 
scale. 

While the radial line plot was being 
laid other draftmen were busy de¬ 
lineating the photographs. This work, 
although at time tedious and exhaust¬ 
ing, is of the utmost importance. 

Pairs of photographs are next 
placed in a mapping stereoscope and 
by referring to all existing maps the 
operator identifies streams, churches, 
communities, etc., which are marked 


with colored grease pencils directly 
on the photos. Firebreaks, fence lines, 
roads and ditches are carefully ex¬ 
amined for possibilities of their being 
section lines. If they form a logical 
pattern, agreeing with points iden¬ 
tified during the field inspection, 
ticks are marked at points considered 
section corners. While viewing the 
photographs in the third dimension 
the operator marks all visible rural 
buildings, drainage and heavy stands 
of timber. 

After the radial plot is complete 
the many photo points are trans¬ 
ferred to map manuscript sheets. Next

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the delineated photographs are placed 
in a photographic mapping instru¬ 
ment known as the Sketchmaster 
(Fig. 10). This instrument enables 
the operator to see simultaneously 
the map sheet and the photograph. 
By adjustment of the Sketchmaster 
the photo identification points are 
superimposed directly on to their cor¬ 
responding points on the manuscript. 
The draftsman now draws all de¬ 
sired features accurately on the man¬ 
uscript. 

When all manuscripts have been 
completed and office edited they are 


sent to the Project Engineer who 
makes a completion survey and field 
edit (Fig. 11). This includes exam¬ 
ining the manuscripts for omissions, 
errors and discrepancies. While do¬ 
ing this he also travels all roads and 
records on an inventory form the 
mileage, classification, conditions of 
the roads, also pertinent data of 
bridges and buildings. When the 
field work is completed, corrections 
are made on the manuscript and then 
the final map is drafted to the scale 
of 1 inch equals 1 mile. Again the 
map is edited. After this final in¬ 


spection, positive transparencies at 
scale and lithographic reductions at 
half scale are made for reproduction 
and distribution. 

Maps of Wakulla and Franklin 
Counties have been completed and 
are at the present time being made 
into tracing for reproduction. An 
announcement will appear in this 
magazine when copies are available. 

Work is now in progress on maps 
of Brevard, Clay, Dade, Duval, Gulf, 
Hillsborough, Nassau, Palm Beach 
and Pinellas Counties.

HIGHWAY DEFERRED 

The Board received the request from the Board 
of County Commissioners of Martin County for 
state aid in improving Martin Highway, and 
deferred action pending further study of the 
matter. 

MAINTENANCE OF STATE ROAD 211 
IN DUVAL COUNTY 

The Board gave consideration to a letter from 
the City Attorney of Jacksonville in which, 
in behalf of the City Commission, he protested 
the action of the Road Department on November 
17, 1947, abandoning State Road 211 from its 

intersection with Road 15 at Timaquanna Road 
to its intersection with State Road 15 at Post 
Street, and urged that State maintenance be 
continued, at least until January 1, 1949, when 
the City Engineer would recommend to the City 
of Jacksonville that provision be made in its 
budget for maintaining that part of the said 
road within the city limits. 

Also, a resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners of Duval County petitioned the 
Department to rescind its action and continue 
to maintain this road, stating that such aban¬ 
donment on the part of the State was not an¬ 
ticipated and that maintenance of this neces¬ 
sary link of road would impose an additional 
tremendous burden for which Duval County was 
not prepared.

OVERSEAS HIGHWAY ON KEY VACA

parallel to the Overseas Highway on Key Vaca.

On motion of Mr. Carleton, seconded by Mr. 
Fultz, the following resolution was adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED that the resolution of the 
Board of Bond Trustees of Putnam County, 
dated April 29, 1948, requesting an advance of 
$54,000.00 for the acquisition of right of way 
for State Road 15 between Orange Avenue and 
Magnolia Avenue in Crescent City, Putnam Coun¬ 
ty, Florida, to be repaid out of any 80% surplus 
gasoline tax funds accruing to the credit of said

County all of State Road 686 (Old Road 64) 
between Roads 688 and 693 in said county, for 
maintenance. 


ROAD 64 IN HARDEE COUNTY 

A resolution was received from the Board 
of County Commissioners of Hardee County 
asking that Road 64 between Cowart’s Corner 
and the Manatee County line be repaired and 
resurfaced without delay in order that the old 
pavement may be saved. 

The Board agreed that the County should

Fraser on his long and efficient service to the 
State and best wishes for any future under¬ 
takings. 

CHARLOTTE COUNTY REQUEST 

Mr. Earl D. Farr, Attorney for Charlotte 
County, appeared before the Board renewing 
the request from the Board of County Com¬ 
missioners for maintenance of the road known 
as the Punta Gorda Beach Road, a distance of 
less than two miles which connects with Road 
No. 776, and urged the Board to reconsider its 
action of March 8 at which time it declined this 
request. 

PINELLAS COUNTY REQUESTS— 
BELLEAIR BEACH CAUSEWAY 
AND BRIDGE 

County Commissioners John Chestnut and An¬ 
drew E. Potter, Attorney John C. Blocker, Frank 
G. Merrin, Right of Way Agent, and W. A. 
McMullen, Jr., County Engineer, appeared as a 
del gation from Pinellas County in interest of 
the proposed Belleair Beach Causeway and 
Brings. 

Mr. Blocker asked the Department to agree 
to maintain this causeway and bridge upon 
completion, because this would strengthen the 
sale of the bonds. He called attention to the 
State’s ownership of the adjacent water bottom 
lands, and advised the Board that the toll house 
would be placed on the west end, leaving the 
east end of the causeway free. Upon being asked 
by the Chairman, he stated they would like 
to try to work out the matter of pumping up 
an area to be developed as a public park. This 
matter was referred to Mr. Campbell, with re¬ 
quest that he see if he could work out a propo¬ 
sition for a public parking area. 

Mr. Blocker also spoke in favor of an over¬ 
pass on the Gulf Coast Highway at Coachman 
to replace the flashing light signal grade cross¬ 
ing of the Seaboard Railroad at this point, 
with the understanding that he desired nothing 
done that would jeopardize the existing con¬ 
tracts or those to be let in the near future 
on this road.

ROAD DEPARTMENT OF THE STATE OF FLOR¬ 
IDA, hereinafter referred to as the “Depart¬ 
ment,” 

WHEREAS, Pursuant to the Authority of Chap¬ 
ter 22821, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and 
Chapter 420 of the Florida Statutes of 1941, 
and Chapter 23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 
1947, the Lessor is authorized to construct roads 
in Flagler County more particularly hereinafter 
described, and the Department has 

agreed to construct the same for and on be¬ 
half of the Lessor, and 

WHEREAS, Said roads will serve an important 
State and County need, and 

WHEREAS, By authority of said Chapter 22821, 
Laws of Florida, Acts of 1945, and Chapter 
420 of the Florida Statutes of 1941, and Chap¬ 
ter 23758, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1947, said 
Lessor is authorized to lease or sell said roads, 
and 

WHEREAS, It is deemed by the parties hereto 
that the lease-purchase of said roads as herein 
provided is highly advisable and for the best 
interest of the State of Florida and the County of 
Flagler, 

NOW, THEREFORE, WITNESSETH: That for 
and in consideration of the sum of One ($1.00) 
Dollar this day paid by each party hereto to 
the other, the receipt whereof is hereby ac¬ 
knowledged, and in further consideration of the 
mutual and dependent covenants of the parties 
hereto and other good and valuable considera¬ 
tions as hereinafter set forth, the said Lessor 
does by these presents lease to the said Depart¬ 
ment, its successors and assigns: State Road 
No. 305 from Deanville to State Road No. 20 
and 100, length 10.53 miles, Section 7300. Said 
lease to take effect from the date of the 
completion of the construction of said roads and 
to extend for a period of twenty-five (25) years 
or until all of said bonds hereinafter described, 
or any refunding issues thereof, have been paid 
in full. 

The said Lessor further agrees that it will, 
at the earliest possible date, after having com¬ 
plied with all legal requirements, offer for sale 
and sell to the highest and best bidder $340,000 
FLORIDA STATE IMPROVEMENT COMMISSION 
SERIES 13 FLAGLER COUNTY ROAD REVENUE 
BONDS and that, immediately upon receipt of the 
funds from the successful purchaser and after 
payment of all necessary expenses in connection 
with the preparation, issuance and sale of the 
bonds, including the fee of its fiscal agent, it 
will turn over the remainder of all monies re¬ 
ceived to the Department, said funds to be used 
by said Department exclusively in the construc¬ 
tion of State Road as hereinbefore described, 
and for the purpose of paying principal and/or 
interest charges on said bonds accruing prior 
to the date of completion of said roads. 

The Department, on its part, agrees to ac¬ 


cept said funds from the Lessor and to imme¬ 
diately proceed with the construction of said 
State Road together with necessary bridges, in 
accordance with its standard state road specifi¬ 
cations, and guarantees to complete said roads 
as quickly as is reasonably possible. The De¬ 
partment further agrees that in the event any 
principal and/or interest of any Florida State 
Improvement Commission Flagler County Road 
Revenue Bonds shall become due and payable 
prior to the completion of said roads, the De¬ 
partment will pay such principal and/or in¬ 
terest out of these funds or from the proceeds 
of the 80% surplus gasoline tax accruing to 
Flagler County, to the State Board of Admin¬ 
istration, not less than twenty (20) days prior 
to the dates upon which principal and/or in¬ 
terest shall become due and payable. 

The Department further declares that the 
necessary surveys for the construction of the 
roads have been made by said Road Depart¬ 
ment and that the amount to be derived from 
the sale of the revenue bonds in the sum of 
$340,000 is sufficient to cover the estimated cost 
of the construction of said roads. In the event 
that there is a deficiency between the amount 
of funds available from the revenue bonds and 
the amount necessary to complete the project, 
the State Road Department agrees that it will 
pay from its own funds any such deficiency, 
and that the roads will be completed in accord¬ 
ance with the standard plans and specifications 
of the Department. 

In consideration of this lease, the Department 
does hereby promise and agree to and with 
said Lessor as follows: 

The Department will pay as rentals on said 
lease, not less than twenty (20) days prior to 
the dates on which any of the principal and/or 
interest of Florida State Improvement Com¬ 
mission Flagler County Road Revenue Bonds 
shall become due and payable, such sum or 
sums of money as shall be equal and sufficient 
to pay the said principal and interest upon 
said bonds as they severally become due, so 
long as any of such bonds or interest thereon 
(or refunding issues thereof) shall be outstand¬ 
ing and unpaid. Such rentals agreed to be paid 
by the Department shall be paid by the De¬ 
partment from Flagler County surplus gasoline 
tax funds as and when such surplus gasoline 
tax funds accrue, pursuant to the authority 
of Chapter 20555, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1941, 
and Section 16(c) Article IX of the State Con¬ 
stitution. Said rentals shall be paid by the 
Department directly to the State Board of Ad¬ 
ministration for administration and disposition 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 
21853, Laws of Florida, Acts of 1943. The De¬ 
partment agrees that its covenants herein to pay 
said rentals shall be construed as a first charge 
or prior commitment or lien upon and against 
said surplus gasoline tax funds which shall have 
priority over all other or subsequent charges, 
claims or commitments upon or against said 

funds. 

In addition to the payments outlined herein¬ 
above, the Department will, upon completion of 
the construction of said roads, pay to the State 
Board of Administration any funds which it may 
have on hand, either in the construction fund 
or in the 80% surplus gasoline tax funds 
credited to Flagler County, and it shall from 
time to time pay to the State Board of Ad¬ 
ministration any and all funds which it may 
receive from surplus gasoline tax funds to be 

credited to Flagler County. These payments 
shall be made to the State Board of Administra¬ 
tion as soon as received, and the payments 
shall continue until there shall be in the hands 
of the State Board of Administration a sum 
of money equal to the total amount of the 
principal and interest w'hich shall fall due in 
the current fiscal year plus the total amount 
of the principal and interest which shall fall 

due in the two ensuing years, and after such 
an amount has been paid to the State Board 

of Administration the Department will there¬ 
after pay as rentals on said lease, not less 
than twenty (20) days prior to the dates on

County Road Revenue Bonds shall become due 
and payable, such monies required to pay such 
principal and/or interest, and will at the same 
time these payments are made pay any addi¬ 
tional amount which may be necessary, so that 
there will be at all times in the hands of the 
State Board of Administration sufficient funds 
to pay current principal and interest plus a 
sum equal to the total bond principal and in¬ 
terest requirements for the two ensuing years. 

— 2 — 

It is mutually agreed that said rentals cov¬ 
enanted to be paid and the other considerations 
agreed to be performed by the Department rep¬ 
resent the fair rental and market value of 
said roads. 

— 3 — 

The Department will, solely at its expense 
out of state road funds, at all times during 

the continuance of this agreement maintain 
said roads in good repair and in sound operat¬ 
ing condition and will make all necessary re¬ 

pairs, renewals, reconstruction and replacements. 

When the Department shall have performed 
all the covenants hereunder and shall have paid 
the rental herein provided for, for the full 

term of the lease, and all indebtedness, includ¬ 
ing interest, represented by said $340,000 Florida 
State Improvement Commission Flagler County 
Road Revenue Bonds has been paid and satisfied, 
then the title and absolute ownership to all the 
property included in the lease shall thereupon 
immediately be vested in the State of Florida 
in fee simple; and the Lessor covenants and 
agrees to, and will thereupon deliver to, the De¬ 
partment such deeds and conveyances as may 
be necessary or convenient to vest full title and 
ownership of all said property in the State ef 
Florida.

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County Activities ami Personalities 


Duval Board of County Commission¬ 
ers offered full cooperation and assist¬ 
ance to the Fernandina Port Authority 
in its plan to construct a toll road 
from Amelia Center to Pilot Town, 
connecting there with Heckscher Drive. 
The building of the road, it was point¬ 
ed out, “will bring about a vast im¬ 
provement and development of the area 
it traverses, will make available for the 
enjoyment of the public the recrea¬ 
tional facilities of the State Park in 
that area, will develop a national scenic 
drive and enhance the value of the 
property in the area.’’ The new road 
is part of a proposed artery which will 
traverse the coastline from the Florida- 
Georgia boundary to Fort George Island. 
The placing of an automobile and pas¬ 
senger ferry is contemplated between 
Fort George Island and Mayport which 
would provide a continuation of the 
coastal drive. 

• 

Seminole County Commissioners have 
directed Attorney Lloyd F. Boyle to 
start condemnation proceedings, df 
necessary, to obtain a right-of-way 
more than a mile in length to permit 
construction of a new bridge by the 
State Road Department over the St. 
Johns River near the present bridge 
on Route No. 46 close to Lake Jessup. 

• 

Cancer Clinic—Dade County. Ground¬ 
breaking ceremonies were held recent¬ 
ly at the site of the county cancer 
clinic. Dr. Robert T. Spicer, president 
of the Dade County Medical Associa¬ 
tion wielded a gold-painted shovel to 
turn the first spadeful of earth and 
start construction on the $170,000 proj¬ 
ect. 

• 

Welfare and Health Center—Okaloosa 
County. Construction work on Okaloosa 
County’s welfare building is expected 
to start in the near future it has been 
announced. Funds for the new build¬ 
ing were appropriated by legislative 
act at the 1947 session of the State 
Legislature, the act stipulating that 
the money would come from the 1947- 
48 racing season. The new building is 
designed to house the offices of the 
District Welfare Board, the County 
Health Unit and possibly the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross providing funds will 
allow the construction of sufficient 
space. 

Approximately $85,000 is now on 
hand and earmarked for the construc¬ 
tion of a new county jail and county 
commissioners expressed a belief that 
work on this project would also start 
in the near future. 


Interstate Highway. Dade County has 
filed suit in circuit court to condemn 
118 parcels of land between Opalocka 
and the Dade-Broward line to secure 
right-of-way for a link in the Miami- 
Jacksonville super highway. The Dade 
County Commission last March voted to 
acquire the lands by purchase, if pos¬ 
sible, however, only about 25 per cent 
Gf the property was obtained in this 
manner necessitating the condemna¬ 
tion action. Funds have already been 
provided by the state for the land in 
next year’s budget. The county has 
promised the state the land would be 
available by July 1. A highway varying 
in width from 200 to 300 feet, with 
additional areas for cloverleaf cross¬ 
ings will be constructed. 

• 

Flood Damaged Roads Repaired. Road 
Supervisor Denmark of Columbia Coun¬ 
ty has reported that road conditions 
were improving all over the county 
and that roads washed out by flood 
were getting back in shape. He stated 
that he was now being besieged by peo¬ 
ple asking that something be done 
about the deep sands that were nearly 
impossible to negotiate caused by the 
hot and dry weather and which were 
a few weeks ago impassable by water. 

• 

Courthouse Site in Hillsboro. At a 
public hearing on May 17 to consider 
suggestions for location of the new 
courthouse in Tampa, a majority were 
in favor of a new site rather than re¬ 
building on the present court house 
square. There was no general agree¬ 
ment on a new site though a majority 
speaking seemed to prefer a riverside 
location. Building in the “Scrub” sec¬ 
tion was recommended by one spokes¬ 
man. The Symons-Sheldrick Company 
which made a survey of Tampa recom¬ 
mended the “Scrub” section as the 
civic center site. 

• 

Seminole County Commissioners re¬ 
cently took the first steps toward the 
establishment of a limited zoning law 
designed to control construction of 
houses and buildings on main high¬ 
ways and in subdivisions adjacent to 
Sanford and other municipalities with¬ 
in the county. The 1947 legislature ap¬ 
proved a bill for this purpose in Sem¬ 
inole County whereby the law author¬ 
ized the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers to adopt zoning regulations and a 
building code governing the use of 
property outside city limits and con¬ 
struction of buildings. 


Health Officer in Palm Beach County. 

Chairman John Prince of the Palm 
Beach County Commission has an¬ 
nounced that Dr. Burton F. Austin has 
been appointed to head the county 
health unit and will take over his 
duties on June 1. Dr. Austin at the 
time of his appointment was identi¬ 
fied with Red Cross work in Alabama. 

• 

Lake County Commissioners are co¬ 
operating with the Mount Dora Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce hyacinth committee 
in their project to rid the lakes in the 
area of hyacinths. The committee has 
decided on the use of a hyacinth killing 
spray since spray tests have bsen held 
and proved very successful. Spraying 
will be done immediately in Lake Carl¬ 
ton and later in Lakes Beauclair and 
Dora according to plans. Residents on 
the various lakes as well as local busi¬ 
ness concerns are assisting in the pro¬ 
gram. 

• 

Federal Hospital Aid for Escambia 
County. Escambia County Commission¬ 
ers recently passed a resolution which 
will make the county eligible to par¬ 
ticipate in federal funds for additional 
hospital facilities. By declaring three 
Escambia hospitals as “replaceable” 
which is defined as not of fire resist¬ 
ive construction; of archaic construc¬ 
tion; as housed in a structure so de¬ 
signed as to make difficult its opera¬ 
tion; or if it is so located as to make 
its operation as a hospital undesirable, 
the communities are eligible for fed¬ 
eral financial participation in the con¬ 
struction of an equal number of beds in 
new facilities. The federal act makes 
funds available to the states to assist 
in construction of needed hospitals and 
public health centers.

On another part of the estate is a 
larger laboratory where Edison con¬ 
ducted his last major experiment—the 
extraction of rubber from goldenrod. 
All the complicated machinery for the 
extraction of rubber is maintained in¬ 
tact, and on display is a well-worn tire 
of goldenrod rubber, given him by his 
friend and neighbor, Henry Ford. Edi¬ 
son hoped to provide America with a 
natural rubber in case war cut off sup¬ 
plies from the Orient, but he died in 
1931—10 years before Pearl Harbor— 
with this work unfinished. Some gold¬ 
enrod scill flourishes on the Edison 
grounds, but a larger field planted in 
this flowering weed has now been 
turned into a parking lot for visitors.
